There is 


a universal desire to cater to Americans in 
the line of trade and general business. The 
Berjnudians who have things to sell are just 
as apiious to please us and catch our dollars 
as vfe would be if they came to us. Our ex- 
perience with them does not give room for 
convploint of extortion. Prices of things 
that visitors want to buy or use range fairly 
well with those at home. As a general state- 
meat, I should say that fancy articles, jew- 
ellery, and silver-ware are higher than with 
us, jwhile clothing and dry goods are much 
lessf. It is said that many tourists take 
borne clothing and dress goods, but we have 
notj felt the temptation, doubting the econo- 
my of buying what one does not want simply 
because it is cheap in price, consequently 
ourj actual experience is limited to some lit- 
tle conveniences and mementos and to horse 
and boat hire. The livery service is fine 
and plenty Of it, and one can have a com- 
fortable carriage with a good coachman for 
our dollars a day. Prices, by the way, are 
loli infrequently in 3ollarg-,and cents, and 
inierican money readily passes at full value 
la'fed upon the English penny instead of the 
round, giving Bermuda an additional unique 
eitture in being the one spot of foreign soil 
here American money commands a premi- 


um. I bought exchange in New York at 
i4.92 to the pound. Here they give me 20 
hillings and ten pence for a five dollar bill, 
n other words, by exchange one gets 246 
Snglish pence for five dollars, and by using 
American money here he gets 250 English 
tence. This is subject to some variation. 
?rom 20 shillings and 10 pence to the five 
dollars in nearly all the stores down to 20 
shillings in some, and some make a difference 
jetween gold and notes—all preferring the 
notes. But at "tlie Tower," (the Bermuda 
Wanamakers) in tho language of the genial 
proprietor, Mr. Nelmes, they "take anything 
ihey can get" and give top value for all. 
This indicates that the Americans have made 
an impression, and it is feared by some of 
the Bermudmns that in time Bermuda will 
change 
In fact, they say that some things 


have changed, though they admit that the 
changes arc few and small, and if a quarter 
of a century or more of intercourse has made 
so little ulmngo, ono -would. tUint- that it 
would be many, many more years before 
much change is brought about, for there are 
only about 1800 American visitors per an- 
num, and the number, judging from the 
hotel register, does not seem to have in- 
creased much in the last ten years. Then, ' 
too, 
the one great factor of custom, owner- 


ship of land, is not possible for Americans 
No alien can hold land here, and I am told 
that the privilege of naturalization, which 
the colony formerly had, has been revoked 
by the Imperial Government. 


Unique as Bermuda is in her location^ her 


climate and some of her customs, she is in 
nothing more unique than in her business 
relations with the United States. Much of 
ler mail communication with England is by 
way of New York, and via New York is the 
most direct and practically the only way that 
Sermudians can visit the mother country. 
[t will be remembered that when tho revision 
of the tariff was begun by our last Congress, 
the very-first persons to appear before the 
Committee were two delegates from the Leg- 
islature of Bermuda to urge the removal of 
the tariff upon the products of the island.

tlio 'gntora pretty mad, I hired four little- 
colored boys to go in front of th« stalls 
nud rauck tlio .''gators on the head, with 
short clubs.

A littlo coon would hit a 'gator on the 
heiicl, hii'il lot out with his tall, strike a 
bourn, opun the'valve, let out a cannon 
ball, which rolled down the chute and 
onto the v. heel',' turning It around.

tho iiuito. Hg declares it to bo his belief 
that woudera of which the most cnthpsi- 
astio investigator has hardly dared to 
dream may be accomplished through the 
use of hypnotism, and, bold . and progres- 
sive student as he is, is willing to afford 
every facility for a skilled operator to ex- 
periment on Hie line suggested. 


Professor Currier almost took my broath 


away, says a writer in the Boston Herald, 
when, «s I sat in his study at the Insti- 
tute looking out upon the Hudson, he an- 
nounced it to bo his belief that through 
the agencies of hypnotism a; man who has 
been deaf from the day of his birth may 
be made to hear distinctly.

And now Is heralded 
the news that through hypnotism the la- 
tent senses are to b^ .ipad.9 hetiltby and 
vigorous, and the nerves which from birth 
cur ignorance has hitherto allowed to 
slumber in him who, through some defect 
in nature's processes, baa Been unable to 
operate them, are to be -made' to convey 
messages of .the mind as electric wires 
convey messages."
